that the Anti-Saloon League Is in favor 
of a rigid enforcement of existing laws 
relative to the liquor traffic. 1 desire to 
state that [I concur with you in this 
view, and if elected mayor shall do all in 
my power to inforce existing laws rela- 
tive to the liquor traffic. 

“1 will now answer your specific in- 
quiries as to ordinances you are prepar- 
ing to ask at the hands of council. Of 
course you understand that gegisiation 
could not originate with me as mayor, 
and that my only legal connection with 
legislation is the veto power.

Mrs. Margaret J, Hampton is an educated and cultured Georgia 
lady, the widow of a gallant Confederate soldier. Because of her 
widowhood she is compelled to earn her own living. The treatment 
she received at the hands of HOKE SMITH when Secretary of the 
Interior, under President Cleveland, is told briefly, but with touching 
force, in the following voluntary affidavit: 

“Georgia, Fulton County—In person appeared before me, MRS. 
MARGARET J. HAMPTON, who being duly sworn, says: | 

“I was born and reared in Dublin, Laurens county, Georgia, and 
am a daughter of the late Jeremiah H. Yopp, a pioneer citizen of 
that county, and am related to the Stanleys, the Rowes, Chappells 
and other families of that county. 

“I married in Dougherty county, Georgia, and am related by 
blood or marriage to many people of Dougherty and Baker counties, 
among others being the Davis and Collier families of Dougherty, and 
the Hampton and O’Neal families of Baker. 

‘“I-am a sister to Mrs. C. C. Niles, now residing in Atlanta,-Ga., 
the wife of the late Professor A. B. Niles, of Griffin, Ga., and the 
mother of the late Chic Niles, of Columbus, Ga. 

“I am the widow of John Randolph Hampton, a Confederate sol- 
dier who died of a malady superinduced by wounds received at Pow- 
ell’s Gap, fighting in the command of General Kirby Smith. 

“As such widow I draw a pension from the state of Georgia, and 
aside from said pension I have relied, since my husband’s death, on 
my own earnings to support myself, and while they were living my 
two children. , 

“In 1893, through the kindness of Hon. L. F. Livingston, I ob- 
tained a permanent clerkship, at $50 per month, in the patent office 
at Washington. 

“Subsequently I was transferred by Mr. Hoke Smith to the cen- 
sus bureau, for the purpose of giving my position in the patent of- 
fice to one of his friends, Mr. Smith giving his assurance, at the 
time said change wags made, that he would see thatt I was provided 
for when the census closed. 

“Two years before the census closed, and while absent by Mr. 
Hoke Smith’s permission, in attendance at the death-bed of my only 
surviving daughter, I received a letter that I would be dismissed. 
This letter was handed me and opened in n 's presence. She

That the school has, through its 
Small farm, which it is now desirous 
of extending, and other sources done 
as much or more in its own develop- 
ment than any other in Georgia. 

That the rapid increase in its en- 
Trollment, with the predominating ele- 
ment being the sons and daughters 
of poor farmers and those in medium 
circumstances, demonstrates incon- 
trovertibly the fact that the people 
of the state realize the enormous 
value of the school’s scope, and that 
everything should be done looking to- 
ward its extension. 

That five years ago barely 5 per 
cent of the student body were able to 
take the full ten months’ course, 
while last year 75 per cent attended 
sessions the entire year, showing a 
gain in stability which is convincing 
testimony of the grasp of the school 
on the working people of Georgia. 

That the higher as well as the com- 
mon school courses of the curriculum 
are performing a notable mission, 
since the enrollment shows graduates 
from some of the most prominent 
colleges and universities in Georgia 
and the south. 

That the fate of a badly needed li- 
brary building largely depends upon 
the liberality the legislature will be 
able to display at its present session. 

The argument is made for this in- 
stitution, and most justly, that such 
conditions should surround it as to 
make attendance upon its sessions 
less expensive than those of any other 
school of norma! instruction in the 
state. Furthermore, that a failure 
to recognize this fact will compel 
the management to tax more heavily 
the students availing themselves of 
its advantages—a policy which must 
inevitably operate to debar some of 
the most deserving young men and 
women in Georgia, or to add obstacles 
to pathways very far from smooth 
even under existing circumstances. 

These statements constitute but a 
crude summary of the claims of the 
State Normal school upon the general 
assembly. There are many others 
equally appealing. The. Constitution 
gives them prominence, not influ- 
enced by a desire to prejudice pro- 
visions for others of the state’s in- 
stitutions. But we are 
that the school has such a vital sig- 
nificance to the backbone of Geor- 
gia’s population, that upon its proper 
maintenance depends so largely the 
efficacy of our common school sys- 
tem, and the intellectual and indus- 
trial development of Georgia—that 
it should encounter as liberal treat- 
ment from the legislature as is com- 
patible with the state’s resources and 
revenues.

“Prior to my discharge, Mr. Hoke Smith had given places to 
negroes the like of which were being filled by white people, and 
subsequent to my dismissal negroes were doing the same work in 
the interior department that was being done by white people.

MRS.HAMPTON’S LETTER TO COLONEL FORRESTER 

Following the publication of this affidavit of this Georgia lady, 
Mr. Hoke Smith issued a circular, in which he sought to reflect upon 
Mrs. Hampton's compé¢tency. In this same circular the claim was 
made that Mr. Smith had recently given Mrs. Hampton some work 
to do, this claim being advanced as evidence of Mr. Smith’s friend- 
liness toward her. This circular fell into the hands of Colonel J. R. 
Forrester, of Albany, a kinsman of Mrs. Hampton, and he promptly 
wrote her asking that she give him the facts. 

Mrs. Hampton's letter to Colonel Forrester follows: 

“July 8, 1906.—Mr. J. R. Forrester, Albany, Ga.—My Dear Bob: 
Your letter received. I read Mr. Smith’s denial, which is a faisehood 
from beginning to end. In the first place, I was not a clerk. I was 
only what is termed a skilled laborer. From the day I was sworn 
into service, which to the best of my recollection was on January 28 
or 29, I was in what is known as the folding room, where matter after 
coming from the printer was folded and put In book form. I worked 
in this department with some of the nicest ladies ‘in the south, one 
from Griffin, Ga.. Mrs. Mary Fowler. Just a short time before I was 
dismissed I was at my own request transferred to another room and 
other work. Not a figure did I ever add, subtract, multiply or divide. 
I was dismissed and my dismissal read as all others did who re 
ceived them, “That the work was growing to a close.’ This was in 
December, I think the 27th or 28th, following my appointment in 
January. About the ist of February, Colonel Livingston succeeded in 
again placing me in the interior department, under the commissioner 
of labor, Mr. Carrol D. Wright. This appointment was only for three 
months, which I knew at the time, and it was strictly census clerical! 
work and was known as, I think, emergency work, which work fis 
done, if I mistake not, every year. It was called as well as I can 
recall, the statistics of manufactories. If I was dismissed, why was 
I again appointed, and to clerical work? I was considered one of the 
best workers and one of the most rapid, and never was there ever a 
scratch of a pen against me. I never had but one chief, and he 
was in the folding room. Mr. Donnell was appointed under Mr Hoke 
Smith, which accounts for his sustaining him. 


BECAUSE SHE LACKED INFLUENCE. 

“They knew every word they have written is a falsehood in re 
gard to my incompetency. I am the first clerk that I ever heard 
of being dismissed for ‘incompetency.’ I was dismissed for the want 
at the time of sufficient influence with Mr. Hoke Smith, which un- 
fortunately I did not then have at my command. Mr. Donnell should 
have searched further for Mr. Smith, for his statements do not con- 
form to the facts which I have stated, and which Colonel Livingston 
must know, as he got the appointment for me each time. I was only 
a skilled laborer when dismissed, afterwards a clerk, doing the cen- 
sus work, knowing I was only to remain three months; therefore, 1 
could not and was not dismissed ‘for cause.’ \ 

“This is the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 

“As to my working or receiving work at Mr. Smith’s hands. I 
was sent to Mr. Hastings by an agency to do some temporary work, 
which I did for two weeks, after which I paid the agency the com- 
mission for the work thrown in my hands. When I went there | 
did not know that Mr. Smith was even in that building, but after I 
found he was there, I remained and did work for Mr. Hastings by 
the direction of the agency bureau. 

“Mr. Smith gave me no work, nor did he know who I was. I have 
answered ‘Mr. Smith in this letter to you and he will be answered 
under an affidavit. 

“I sincerely trust the good people of my old home and the home 
of my dear husband will resent his falsehood and his treatment of
